An audit conducted 
in July 1964 established an assessment of 5231.96. This assessment 
resulted from a misuncerstanding of their tax liability effective 
June 14, 1963 wherein they were required to account for sales tax on 
the sale price of finished lumber. Current tax has been paid despite 
the financial loss sustained in their manufacturing operations. They 
have been unable to collect the tax established by the audit and 
request that the assessment be waived. In view of the circumstances 
and the fact that to press for payment would inflict further hardship, 
remission of $231.96 tax and $77.08 penalty is recommended. 


Mr. Hans Olsen, 
Roblin, Manitoba. $1,692.82 Tax $284.17 Penalty 


For the period October 1, 1963 to July 31, 1965, this manufacturer 
of lumber has been assessed 41,692.82 which represents tax directly 
attributable to deductions taken for deliverv in his own vehicles, 
Since early 1965, he has been delivering substantial quantities of 
lumber by common carrier and the common carrier's charges are not out 
of line with those that he had been taking previously, There has been 
no loss of revenue through Mr. Olsen's method of operations. 


‘In view of the circumstances, it is recommended that remission 
be granted for tax of $1,692.82 and the applicable penalty of $284.17. 
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Parquet Flooring Co. Ltd., 
Hamilton, Ontario. $5,747.79 Tax 93.44 Penalty 


An audit of this company's books established arrears of 
55,747.79 representing tax underpaid due to the continued use of 
the 36% discount. The company paid the arrears but objected to the 
assessment on the grounds that they were misinformed, and did not 
receive correct interpretation until January 25, 1965, The President 
made representation to the Department, which resulted in 
recommendation being made, to credit the company in the amount of the 
audit assessment and penalty in full. In view of the circumstances 
remission is considered justified.

Hull, Quebec. $8,071.23. Tax 54,496.97 Penalty 


For the period January 1, 1963 to November 30, 1965 this 
licensee has been assessed $30,571.23 sales tax. the assessment on 
the manufacturing operation amounted to 43,342.72 and resulted from 
the failure to account for tax on transfers of building materials 
purchased sales tax exempt under certificate of further manufacture 
to their unlicensed wholesale-retail division. The assessment on 
the wholesaling operation amounted to B27, ARO 6 De This resulted 
from a mix-up in regard to the application of a blanket discount. 
The company stated that they had been misinformed and had calculated 
their sales tax as included after deducting the blanket discount 
from their sale price. The sales tax should have been calculated as 
extra at the full rate on that amount. After discussion of the 
assessment with the licensee's representatives it was agreed to 
accept %22,500.00 as payment in full of the licensee's account. The 
licensee paid this amount promptly. 


In view of the circumstances, it is recommended that remission 
be granted for tax of $8,071.23 and the applicable penalty of %4,496.97.

An audit of this company's books established arrears of 5882.74, 
largely representing, transportation charges shown separately on the 
licensee's sales invoices on which sales tax had not been accounted 
for. As the licensee used his own trucks for celivery and no 
published price F.0.B. the place of manufacture existed, the deduction 
of this delivery charge was not allowed under Section 27(3) of the 
Circular ET 1. The licensee protested the assessment on the grounds 
that he understood other lumber manufacturers were deducting larger 
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amounts under the same circumstances and he was not aware that such 
deductions for delivery were not allowable. Sum of $300.00 tendered 
in full settlement. In view of the circumstances and the nature of 
the assessment it is recommendec that a remission of 4582.74 tax and 
~21i3elh penalty be granted, 


Society for Crippled Children and Adults of Manitoba, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. *919.88 Tax $172.21 Penalty 


An audit established arrears of $1,309.91 of which 4919.88 
includes sales tax pavable on seles of souvenirs assembled by 
handicapped individuals for the Society. Tax was paid on materials 
when purchased assuming that no further tax applied even though the 
end product was manufactured by the Society. Allowance was made for’ 
tax paid on materials at the time of purchase and the assessment 
represents the difference between the tax already paid and the 
amount properly payable on the selling price. An amount of 4390.03 
was paid and in view of the fact that this is a charitable organization 
and that it would be impossible for the Society to recover the sales 
tax because all sales were made to individuals, tourists and 
conventions, remission of the amounts indicated is recommended,

This small, impocunious 
company endeavoured over a long period and at considerable expense to 
maintain this claim to exemption but in April 1966, abandoned its point 
and confessed judgment in an Exchequer Court action involving this 
Department's suit for tax of $16,586.35. The firm had neither charged 
nor paid tax on current sales while the action was pending. For a ; 
period ending December 31, 1965, there is owing sales tax of $30,490.26 
to which there applies penalty of $6,327.57. 


The debtor compmy is clearly in bankrupt condition and 
Hegal proceedings could not result in any appreciable recovery. The 
continued operation of the firm will depend on its ability to maintain 
or increase its sales volume despite increased sale price, caused by 
gddition of the sales tax. Success is most doubtful. 


Breuvages Radisson Ltee., has undertaken to pay promptly 
the sales tax on its sales from september 1966. There is outstanding 
at this time the tax for the period January to August, 1966, amounting 
to $3,966.25. Arrangement is being made for payment of this amount by 
instalments, but even that is dependent on the company staying in business. 


: As regards arrears to December 31, 1965, the virtual owner of 
the company, admits that the existence of this large debt seriously hampers 
his relationship with his bank and numerous other creditors and he has 

sought to correct the situation. The only solution he could suggest has been 
‘that he borrow $5,000.00, on a personal note, to be tendered as in full 

of the tax and penalty of $30,490.26 and $6,327.57. 


This Department considers that the arrears would not be 
‘eollectible, because of the financial condition of the firm, that the 
circumstances giving rise to the debt are both unusual and doubtful and 
\that the amount offered could not be obtained otherwise. The proposal
